A Life Saver For Cattle During th« 


Australian Droughts. 


"It was like a real bottle, thirty feet 


high, covered with the bark of a box 
tree and with a gum tree growing out 
where the cork ought to be." 


Such v* as the way In which an Eng- 


lishman described the first bottle tree 
nhich came under his notice, and truly 
one ^\ho does not know the tre«> Its 
sudden appearance in his pathway, 
often m the midst of dense scrub, must 
make a vn id impression. 


The lower part of the trunfe Is thick 


and cylindrical, decreasing in size to- 
ward the top. its shape being tbat of a 
gigantic Ihing bottle, from the neck of 
•n Inch spring the only branches and 
leai es that the tree possesses. In this 
respect it carries to an excess the pe- 
culiarity of most Australian trees— 
namely, their lack of branches for a 
considerable dlstaace np the stem. 


The barb Is of grayish color and is 


rery bard, says the Philadelphia In- 
quirer, but the wood inside is soft and 
moist. The latter can be chewed in 
the same way as sugar cane, but as it 
lacks its sweet, pleasant taste it is 
rarely used in tMg way. This peculiar 
characteristic of the tree, however, 
makes it a valuable food for cattle. 


Indeed, during the, long droughts 


which'occasionally visit Australia hun- 
dreds of settlers have to thank the 
bottle tree for saving them from ruin. 
Sometimes for more than atyear and 
In the inland districts for still longer 
periods scarcely a drop of rant falls., 


Every blade of grass- is dried, tanks 


become empty, creeks no longer run 
and in many cases dry up altogether, 
as do nearly all water boles and la- 
goons; cultivation is impossible, and 
fodder for cattle and horses is ertreiae- 
ly difficult to procure. Then the bottle 
tree comes to the rescue. Every scrub 
is searched for these living bottles, 
and everywhere is heard the ringing of 
axes as the strange, attractive trees 
are laid low. 


As soon as the trunk has been strip- 


ped of its bark the cattle are brought 
to it if within easy distance, ^nd there 
they remain till neither leaves nor 
wood is left 
In places where the 


settlers have no scrubs of their own 
they will drive many miles in order to 
obtain a wagon load of this great treas- 
ure. 


Sometimes instead of allowing the 


animals free access to the tree the set- 
tlers cut the trunk into strips, put the 
strips through the cutter and thus 
make a substitute for proper chaff. 


In many instances during a drought, 


except for prickly pears and the foli- 
age of trees, cattle are fed on these 
li\mg bottles alone, and they have 
been the means of saving large quanti- 
ties of stock. 


It seems strange that in the absence 


of rain these trees should retain their 
moist interior, as the majority of oth- 
ers look dry and drought stricken. 


But throughout all the bottle tree 


flourishes, lifting its dark green leaves 
toward the sky., whither the farmers 
and squatters turn longing eyes ia 
hopes of the wished for rain. 


When the dry season ends and the 


land in a very few weeks is covered 
with fresh green grass, the work of. 
the bottle tree is done. But, mindful 
of its past nsefuluess. uo farmer tin- 
less under absolute necessity fells this 
tree, and it may often be seen stand- 
ing in solitary grandeur, 513 strange 
shape outlined against the blue sky, 
while the land at its base has been, 
put under cultivation or has been con- 
verted into grazing grounds for the 
cattle.

TO TICKLE THE PALATE. 


Corn Bread Made With Snow an Epi- 


cure's Tidbit. 


It Is not probable that every one 


knows that com bread mode with snow- 
is delicious. It is the bread of tlie epi- 
cures. 


Naturally it must be made in winter. 


It is served hot for breakfast or lunch- 
eon. 


I'ake a quart of meal and stir Into 


it half a tenspoonful of good suet lard. 
Add a tenspoonful of salt. Stir In n 
quart of light, clean snow, doing it in 
a cool place where the snow will not 
melt. 


Bake it about forty minutes in a 


quick oven. Do not cut this bread, but 
break it with the hands Into small 
pieces. 


Rich Corn ^ Muffins.—The 
following 


recipe makes'a rich muffin for either 
breakfast or luncheon. As the fashion 
for eating cold bread and toast does 
not prevail as much as it did all hot 
breads are restored to favor. 


To make these muffins use a cup of 


cornmeal, a cup of flour, half a cup of 
white sugar, two tablespoonfuls of but- 
ter, two eggs, a cup of milk, two small 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder and a 
saltspoouful of salt. 


Hub butter and sugar together, add 


the beaten eggs, the milk and at last 
the corumeal aud flour, with which 
have been sifted the salt and baking 
powder. 


This quality will make about a dozen 


muffins. The method can be changed 
by using a cup of cream in place of 
the milk and omitting the butter and 
using only one egg. 


Corn Batter Bread.—Sift the, corn- 


meal, and to a teacupful ofoit put in 
twice the quantity of sweet milk. One 
pint is a good measurement. 


Beat in two eggs, although you can 


get along with one; add half a tea- 
spoonful of salt, and to this add the 
milk and meat gradually until every- 
thing is well blended. 


A baking dish should be ready for 


the batter and placed in a hot oven. It 
should be ready to serve in half an 
hour.

MORE DEAD ONES. 


AND FEW MOURNERS. 


The electric plant formerly owned 


by Tawas City, Mich., is now in pri- 
vate hands. 
No information is ob- 


tainable from city officials. 


The generating plant of the city elec- 


tric light works of Fuycttevllle, N. C., 
installed In' 1902 at a cost of $30,000, 
has been closed down, and a contract 
for current has been made with a pri- 
vate company. 


The municipal electric light plant of 


Galena, 111., was installed in 3898 at a 
cost of $18,000. It was sold last July 
for $13,000, but this price included a 
twenty-five year light, power and trac-! 
tiou franchise. 
Under the new con-! 


tract the city will get practically twice 
the amount of street lighting that was 
furnished by the municipal plant at 
only 15 per cent greater cost. 
The 


plant has not been a success. One ac- 
count of it says: 


"Its management was changed as 


often as new political cliques gained 
power, and at times there was no 
street illumination at all. The com- 
mercial service was inferior." 


News of the action of the council 


spread rapidly, and a large crowd con- 
gregated in front of one of the hotels 
to express their delight at getting rid 
of the plant. A brass baud was pressed 
into service, and speeches were made 
by prominent citizens. 


On Aug. 1 S. G. Blatchford took pos- 


session of the municipal electric plant 
installed by the village of Kansas, 111., 
in 1900. The mayor writes that the 
plant was sold "to clean up our in- 
debtedness." The plant had been in 
the market for a year befoee it found 
a purchaser, the sale having been or- 
dered by a vote of the citizens. 
A 


disinterested citizen wrote as follows 
last February: 


"The principal cause for dissatisfac- 


tion with public ownership was inef- 
ficiency or, you may say, economy. 


"The affairs of the plant were at- 


tended to until recently by three—now 
one—members of the board of trustees, 
who received no extra pay for their 
services and therefore were not as at- 
tentive to the business as if it had 
been Their own or they had been prop^ 
erly paid. 


"The man in charge of the mechan- 


ical part of the plant is an engineer, 
but not an electrician, more than one 
might be who works entirely by rule 
of thumb. 


"The bad service deters people who 


would otherwise patronize the plant 
from using the light. There is no serv- 
ice after midnight. Although it is gen- 
erally believed that all night service 
and cheaper rates would result in a 
substantial increase of business, the 
men in charge hesitate to take the re- 
sponsibility of making the change, 
which might be a losing venture. ' 


"Electricity has almost been dis- 


placed in the business buildings "by 
gasoline, owing to the cheapness and 
being generally more satisfactory than 
the electrics tinder city management." 


Socialist Testimony. 


Hon. Carl D. Thompson, 'a Socialist 


member of the Wisconsin legislature, 
points as the foreword to his pamphlet 
"The Constructive Programme of So- 
cialism"' this quotation from Lieb- 
knecht: 


'We are not going to attain social- 


ism at one bound. The transition is 
going on all the time, and the Impor- 
tant thing for us in this explanation is 
not to paint a picture of the future, 
which in any case would be useless la- 
bor, but to forecast a practical pro- 
gramme for the immediate period, to 
formulate and justify measures that 
shall serve as aids to the new Socialist 
birth." 


JVIr. Thompson then proceeds to out- 


line the "measures that shall «erve as 
aids to the new Socialist birth," devot- 
ing more than one-third of his brochure 
to municipal ownership, which he 
frankly calls municipal socialism and 
evidently regards as the most avail- 
able means for accustoming the public 
to socialistic principles and methods. 
We owe a debt of gratitude to Mr. 
Thompson for helping to make clear 
the intimate connection between mu- 
nicipal ownership and socialism. 


Mint, Anise and Cummin. 


The growth of a small Wisconsin city 


made it very desirable to erect a high 
school building, but the citizens voted 
down the necessary bonds because it 
was felt that the indebtedness recently 
incurred for constructing a municipal 
light and water plant was as much as 
the people wanted to pay interest on 
it present. This is typical of what is 
going on all over the country. Cities 
ire pawning their credit to invest in 
utilities which can be operated bettor 
and more economically by private en- 
terprise instead of reserving it for 
rne municipal purposes—schools. «!ny- 
srounds, parks, paving, sewerage, etc.
